inspection by the police of Salem ; 18 saloons that sell m ostly beer to those w ho order it; 
18 saloons, the proprietors of which are amenable to the law tor selling to minors, ha­ 
bituáis or selling on Sunday; 18 saloons .the proprietors of every one of which know that 
if they violate any ordinances of the city of Salem or any law s of the state of Ohio more

The city of Salem from these 18 saloons derives a revenue of $9,000.00 which is d i ­ 
vided equally between the Safety Fund, which supports the firemen and policemen and 
the Service Fund which repairs and builds the streets of the city. 
Talk as they please and theorize as they m ay, those who are opposed to the Home 
Rule cannot give you a sound reason why Salem should cut off this revenue tor we all 
know that there is not a saloonkeeper in Salem who would sell one dollar s worth of in­ 
toxicating liquor if the people of Salem did not demand it. 
If the proposed Prohibition Am endm ent w ould in any w ay curtail* or elim inate the 
use of intoxicating liquor then there m ight be som e argum ent from the prohibitionists 
standpoint for the elim ination of the legalize! licensed saloon, but, the proposed prohibi­ 
tion am endm ent says not one word against 
t h 
e u s e of intoxicants; not one word against 
the m anufacture for use of intoxicants and not one word against t e impor a io 
use of intoxicants.
